World Championship 
Dog Race 

Since the big race started in 1916, it has been run 43 times with 28 dif¬ 
ferent winners. The race was shortened from 150 to 105 miles in 1976, and 
was won by Art Allen from Cedar Rapids every year until 1979. In 1978, 
there was only a six second difference between Art and second place finisher, 
Ron Aasness. The 1979 World Championship Race was won by a local 
musher, Larry Commodore with a time of 7 hours, 48 minutes, 51 seconds. 

All dogs in the race will be tagged and registered at Carroll Motors on 
Wednesday, Feb. 13th between 12:00 noon and 6:00 p.m. by the Kinsmen. 
They will also be examined by a veterinarian, who will check on condition 
during the race and at the start of each lap. This race has a 9 dog limit. 

Thursday, Feb. 14th 10:00 a.m. a shotgun and flaming arrow mass start 
will begin the 1980 World Championship Dog Race for the Labatt Trophy, 
and the Manitoba Championship Dog Race. The location for all lap starts will 
be on the Saskatchewan River at the foot of Edwards Avenue and there will 
be three laps of 35 miles a day for a total of 105 miles. 

Total prize money for the race is approximately $10,000.00, with ex¬ 
pense money of $100.00 per team that starts but does not finish the last lap.

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The Manitoba Championship Race 

This is a new race instituted in 1978, and is run in conjunction with the 
World Championship Race. It is open to Manitoba residents and their dogs 
only. The rules are otherwise the same as the World Championship, with 
prize money of $1,400.00 and a trophy. Racers will be allowed to compete in 
both races simultaneously by paying two entry fees. The first Manitoba 
musher in will collect first prize in the Manitoba Championship Race plus prize 
money for whatever position he achieves in the World Race. A breakdown of 
the prize money in this event is: 

1st ..$500.00 3rd ..$250.00 5th ..$150.00 

2nd . . $300.00 4th . . $200.00 

Junior Race 

This race is open to young Canadians who have not passed their six¬ 
teenth birthday by race day. The race is sponsored by Manfor and is run with 
the same competition and drive as the Big Races and has proven to be a train¬ 
ing ground for competitors in the World Championship and Manitoba Cham¬ 
pionship Dog Races. Prize money totals $775.00 and the winner is presented 
the Manfor Junior Trophy. 

Freight Race 

Competitors in this race will be required to carry a load of two hundred 
pounds (including sleigh weight if your own weights are provided). The 
freight race is representative of the Old Time Trappers’ and Fur Traders who 
carried their loads of furs to camp and to market with their dogs. This race 
should attract dogs of stamina and endurance. 

Mushers’ Briefing 

A banquet is provided for the mushers and helpers where they receive all 
their instructions and discuss the rules and regulations of the races. The ban¬ 
quet will be sponsored by the Wescana Hotel. 

The Kinsmen Club of The Pas has again volunteered their services to run 
the dog races, and will have the power to solve and determine all questions 
and interpretations of the rules. They shall be the judges of the winners of the 
race and award the prizes. 

Mushers’ Windup 

This banquet is held Saturday evening at the conclusion of the Dog Races and 
is sponsored by Labatt’s Brewery and the Northern Manitoba Trappers 
Festival. The mushers are entertained, and this year, they will see the movie 
presentation of the Wide World of Sports presentation of the 1979 Dog Race, 
and all the prizes and trophies will be presented at this banquet rather than at 
Festival Hi-Lites due to time pressures. The Windup will be held at the Norlite 
Hall on Saturday, Feb. 16th at 6:30 P.M.
